STRIKERS TRY TO 


SET FMTO PLANT 


They Are Betrayed By Searchlight and 


Guards Open Fire-Ten Strikers and 


Four Guards Wounded

:.]jj<aypnne, N. J., July 23. — Rioting was renewed at the 


strilte of the Standard Oil workers early today and resulted in 
the^ wounding of two more strikers and four guards. 


The two strikers who were shot as they attempted to ap- 


proach the Tidewater plant to set it oil fire, were not seriously 
hurt but the four guards are in a serious condition. The 
guards were smuggled out of the plant and sent to New York. 


Shortly after 2 o'clock this morning a score of men tried to 


reach the wall with oil soaked waste which they intended to set 
on fire and throw into the plant. . They were betrayed by a 
searchlight and the guards opened fire.' Two of the strikers 
fell, but their companions opened fire and retreated only after 
more than three hundred shots had been fired.

Times Have Changed. 


. The haying season is now at its height, and there is no pan 
•of farm work that illustrates more emphatically, trie remark 
able changes that have taken place since the old days. .There 
'aremen living who can remember the days when all the work 
of securing the.hay crop was clone by hand, but they are ir 
the-great minority. 
•.;•'.'Farmers think they work.hard now, and they do, but they 
worked longer hours and much harder in the old days. VVhei 
haying time came long lines of mowers struck into the fields 
with their scythes early in the morning and a good solid stun 
was done before breakfast. -The eight-hour day, and then the 
ten-hour .day, had not been heard of at that time, and'a day ir 
the hay field meant from daylight to dark; and that in mid- 
summer'mean's, a long'day. Boys followed (he mowers with 
forks and spread the swaths so that the grass could dry, and 
when the lime came the hay was raked by hand and drawn 
. (d the'barns or slacks,'in many cases-on ox-cartsl and all (lie 
pitching was' done by hand. 
A day's -work in the hay field 


meant a da3''s work in those days. 


All is very different now, when machinery is the order of 


the day. The grass is cut with a machine on which the'driver 
rides and is shaken up for drying wilh a machine on which the 
driver rides. 
It is raked wilh a rake on which the driver rides, 


is in some cases elevated to the wagon by a machine, and in 
all dases where (lie work is oii.it large scale Ihe hay is unloaded 
willi a "horse fork" and sent with case'.to'the peak of'the 
highest, barn'.''

.'to harvest hay wilh machinery. , Fewer hands are employed, 
but the few. must hustle lo keep step wilh the machines, and 
the man who puts in a day in the hay field now will lind that 
he is no'l idle;

Bui il is all very different from the old days, and haymakers 


do not;by .any means work as they did (hen. And the same 
holds true iii olhcr departments of farm work.' The machine 
has superseded hand labor to-such an extenl that (he number 
of .workers has been greatly,lesse'n'ed, which is one reason why 
so.'iiwiiy-boys leave the. farm's^ 
: The''changes that have come,are.rega.rded as great improve- 
ments; yet there arc those who question; \v.helher farmers as a 
claslartJ any''happier ihaii they were.in (he old days. Whether 
they, are or not, they would.riot think of going back lo the old 
w.i'ys of--do ing things. .'Times have changed. 


.The chestnut blight has-been .for so.nie years and still is 


working havoc on many woodland tracts, and now. (here lias 
been discovered the "pine blister rust," a disease that means 
.'death to-while pines and is more or less injurious' to all varie- 
ties'of ipine trees. - L i k e various oilier afflictions from which 
this-cou'n.lry,is.suffering, .including' the gypsy molh, this pine 
ti'e&diseaere wa'S imported from Europe with nursery slock.-. If 
inip'prtalions cannot be conducted without subjecting the 
cbiilitry to such perils it would seem to be about time to go out 
of the business and depend upon home production.
